|Two Billion $ $ $ 
Needed -For Roads 


GAINESVILLE — Highway and 
survey engineers attending a re- 
cent conference ut the University 
of Florida were told that improve- 
ments of the Florida road system 
to adequate standards over the 
next 20 years will cost ‘over two 
billion dollars. 

Costs of maintenance, admini- 
stration. and miscellaneous items 
for the road system were estimated 
at $2,313,000,000 by Lawrence S. 
Waterbury of a Néw York en- 
gineering firm: 

Waterbury said total anticipated 
revenue from all sources is $1,751,- 
114,000. This will leave a deficit of 
$561,886,000. 

What Florida's primary system 
sds is not more roads, but better 
ds, Waterbury added, with the 
existing network being reasonably 
adequate with vast reconstruction 
needed. He also pointed out that 
present revenues will not meet fu- 
ture needs and the toll road prin- 
cipal offers “the most feasible and 
realistic approach:-to some of .Flor- 
ida’s pressing highway problems”. 

The enginesr added that “the 
only feasible answer .. . to Flor- 
ida’s predominant arterial highway 
Problem is a system of limited ac- 
cess toll highways roughly from 
Jacksonville to Miami and from the 
vicinity of Daytona Beach to the 
Tampa Bay area.” The construc- 
tion cost was estimated to be 
242% million dollars.

Old Battle Rages 
Over Fish Seining 


TAMPA—The ease and regu- 
larity with which a Floridian or 
visitor may bring home a respect- 
able catch of fish is at issue in a 
| controversey over seining in cer- 
|tain lakes by the Florida Fresh 
Water Fish Commission, 

Approximately 500,000 residents 
and tourists fish for pleasure and 
|ask for a reasonable measure of 
Success and various efforts have 
been made to maintain and im- 
prove the quality of Florida fresh 
‘| water fishing. 

On the advice of biologists, th 
commission is now permitting 
commercial fishermen to take out 
and sell crappie, bream, shellcrack- 
er and catfish from certain lakes. 
They must throw back -bass, but 
take in’ and destroy gar, mudfish, 
gizzard shad and other trash fish. 

This is the commission’s plan 
to improve bass fishing. But it is 
opposed by strong interests, par- 
ticularly the Florida Wildlife Fed- 
eration. Suits have been filed and 
injunctions issued, but the seining 
is st illgoing on. `

“It shall be unlawful for any. person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
name as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious name 
shall be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid’an affidavit signed - 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person or. 


persons desiring to engage in business under a fictitious 

shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti- 
tious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks 
in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where said 
registration is to be made, and said registration shall not be ac- 
cepted by the clerk of the circuit court except -upon receiving 
proof of such publication.”
